To the inhabitants of the town of New Durham, in the 
county of Stratford, in said state, qualified to vote 
in town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
New Durham, on Tuesday, the fourteenth day of 
March next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 

Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
vear ensuing. 

Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriation of the same. 

Article 3. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the support of the 
public library in addition to the amount required 
by law. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to authorize a 
discount of two per cent on all property taxes paid 
on or before July first, 1933. 

Article 5. To see what wage the town will vote to pay 
on highways. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $642.00 to secure state con- 
struction, the state to pay $1,284.00. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
the present road surveyor system. 

Article 8. (By petition). To see if the town will vote 
to elect a road agent to have charge of the construc- 
tion and repair of town highways, as provided in 
the Session Laws of 1893, Chapter 29, Section 3, and 
amendments thereto. 
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Article 9. To see if the town will vote to purchase a 
fire alarm and appropriate money for the same. 
Article 10. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to hire money on the credit of the 

town to pay its just debts. 

Article 11. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for repairs on town 
hall. 

Article 12. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to administer and_ sell property 
bought by the town for taxes.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Durham: 

I have the honor of presenting my fifteenth report 
as superintendent of the New Durham schools. 

The school statistics for the school year ending in 
June, 1932, follow: 

The total registration was: Boys, 45; girls, 23. 
The distribution in grades was as follows: Grade I, 16; 
Grade II, 6; Grade ILI, 7; Grade LV, 8; Grade V, 12; 
Grade VI, 6; Grade VII, 2; Grade VIII, 6. The average 
attendance was 53; per cent of attendance, 91. Visits 
by the school board numbered 16; by the superintendent, 
76; by citizens, 65. The school board held seven meet- 
ings. 

All of the school workers are the same as _ last 
year and the results are satisfactory. The number of 
elementary pupils remains pretty nearly constant from 
year to year. Twenty-one have been registered at the 
Ridge School this year. Sixteen New Durham pupils 
have been registered in high schools though not all of 
them have been able to hold on because of the depression. 

SCHOOL APPROPRIATIONS 

New Durham has this year approximately $2,400 
state aid without which the school tax would be nearly 
100 per cent higher to maintain minimum standard 
schools for our children. The school budget has been 
made as low as possible considering state aid and the 
present standards, and every economy will be made that 
is possible in the administration of the schools. The 
cost of high school tuition is somewhat large at present, 
but New Durham ought to be proud to have so many 
pupils in high schools. 
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Special commendation is due the teachers and 
pupils in their cooperation for school lunches, entertain- 
ments, 4-H club programs, and other outside activities. 
The school nurse has had more work than usual in mat- 
ters of health supervision.
